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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art references do not teach the newly added limitations of "defining an electric 
field . . . between said substrate and said template" and "increasing a distance between said 
substrate and said template while concurrently increasing said magnitude of said electric field to 
form a contiguous region of said liquid." 

Choi (6,873,087) discloses varying the spacing between the template and substrate (col.8) 
which broadly includes the claimed limitation of increasing the distance. However, Choi does 
not teach using an electric field. Shaffer (6,391,217) discloses of varying the electric the voltage 
which effects the magnitude of the electric field (col.8) which broadly includes increasing the 
magnitude of the electric field. However, Shaffer does not teach variable spacing between the 
substrate and the template. The prior art references do not teach increasing distance while 
concurrently increasing the magnitude of the electric field.
